THE FIGHT FOR A BIOPIC 


Dream Deferred 


Another Martin Luther King Jr. film has fallen 
apart. Why’sit so hard to makea movie about one 
of themostinspiring menin American history?

IT HAS ALL THE ingredients of an epic film: 
conflict, hope, suspense, tragedy. At its heart is 
a complex and charismatic leader who rose from 
obscurity, stirred the conscience of a nation, 
and helped change the course of history, only 
to be killed by an assassin’s bullet. You’d think 
that Hollywood would be falling all over itself to 
bring Martin Luther King Jr.'s life to the screen. 
But if you’ve been hoping to see King’s story in 
theaters everywhere, your dream has been 
denied for more than four decades. “It’s very 
difficult to get King’s story on screen,” says 


Taylor Branch, the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
author of the America in the King Years trilogy. 
“T’ve been trying for almost 25 years.” 

In recent months, two high-profile King 
film projects have derailed. Last week, 
Universal announced it was dropping plans 
to make Memphis, a dramatization of the last 
days of King’s life that was to be directed 
by Paul Greengrass (The Bourne Ultimatum). 
Associates of King and his family, including 
former U.N. ambassador Andrew Young, 
had begun voicing objections to the project, 
though Universal said it was pulling out 
because of production deadline issues. 

Last summer, another King film, Selma, 
from Precious director Lee Daniels, was put 
on indefinite hold when the filmmaker failed 
to raise enough funds. “It’s really difficult 
to do apiece on this man, who is a hero not only 
to African-Americans but to the world,” 
Daniels says. “He’s as close to Jesus Christ 
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as possible for African-Americans, so you 
walk a fine line of servicing a story and 
keeping with his legacy.” 

Right now, the best hope for a King biopic 
stands with DreamWorks, which has optioned 
his writings and is developing a feature film 
to be produced by Suzanne de Passe and 
Madison Jones. King copyrighted major 
speeches, such as “I Have a Dream,” and 
those works have become a significant source 
of revenue for the King estate—not to men- 
tion a way for the family to maintain control of 
his legacy. Stacey Snider, who is developing 
the King film with her DreamWorks partner 
Steven Spielberg, says she has no misgivings 
about working with the family because the 
studio and King’s heirs have a common goal: a 
movie about the man’s achievements, rather 
than his private woes. “It’s more about what 
he did, what he accomplished, and the 
threats he was under—the danger, and the 
doubts he must have been feeling,” she says. 

Branch, whose books will be the basis of an 
HBO miniseries, has a different take on King’s 
descendants: “There’s no question it’s not an 
easy family to work with.” But he also believes

studios have been queasy about depicting 

the hallowed civil rights movement as being 
frayed and contentious, as it often was. “They 
were internally divided about what to do at 
every step of the way from the sit-ins and the 
Freedom Rides,” says Branch. “That kind of 
conflict makes people in Hollywood nervous.” 
(Neither the DreamWorks movie nor the HBO 
series have set dates for production.) 

Clarence B. Jones, who was in the thick of 
the internal conflict Branch describes, says he 
welcomes a warts-and-all movie. Jones was 
King’s lawyer and confidant, and recently 
authored the book Behind the Dream. “Those 
people who really love Martin King, as I did— 
we want the world to know about this man 
through the most powerful medium that 
exists, which is film,” he says. “We want it 
to be done with the best that we have, whether 
it’s going to be Lee Daniels or Steven Spiel- 
berg.”

IT ISN’T HARD to find Britney Spears these 
days: One need only turn on the TV (see: high- 
profile stints on Good Morning America and 
Jimmy Kimmel Live!, plus her own half-hour MTV 
special) or walk to a magazine stand to catch 
her promoting her new album, Femme Fatale. 

What's most interesting about her recent 
media appearances, though, is what’s missing 
from them: namely, any spontaneous, 
unexpurgated access to the singer herself. 

Many outlets have agreed to the strict terms 
set by Spears’ camp—pretaped performances 
in place of live; questions asked over email 
rather than in person—though one potential 
interviewer last week notably did not. 

“I was jst TOLD my @britneyspears 
interview tomm...MUST b pre-recorded & 
submitted 4 approval by HER mgmt b4 it can 
air!” Carson Daly tweeted on March 28. 
“Even when I interviewed Michael Jackson, 
it wasn’t anything like this.” 

While Daly, the MTV VJ-turned-late- 
late-night talk-show host, seems an unlikely 
activist for truth in journalism, he may have a 
point: How much image control—even for an 
infamously troubled star—is too much? 

Crisis expert Matthew Hiltzik, who’s 
worked with Alec Baldwin, Katie Couric, and 
Don Imus, posits that the lockdown strategy 
may help more than it hurts. “There could be 
much more backlash if she would say the 
wrong things,” Hiltzik explains. “It’s better to 
have controversy about saying too little than 
saying too much.” Carson Daly, take note.

What is the most important information | should know 

about ABILIFY? 

Serious side effects may happen when you take ABILIFY, 

including: 

Increased risk of death in elderly patients with 

dementia-related psychosis: 
Medicines like ABILIFY can raise the risk of death in elderly 
people who have lost touch with reality (psychosis) due to 
Confusion and memory loss (dementia). ABILIFY is not 
approved for the treatment of patients with 
dementia-related psychosis. 

¢ Risk of suicidal thoughts or actions: Antidepressant 
medicines, depression and other serious mental 
illnesses, and suicidal thoughts or actions: 
Antidepressant medicines may increase suicidal thoughts 
or actions in some children, teenagers, and young adults 
within the first few months of treatment. Depression and 
other serious mental illnesses are the most important 
causes of suicidal thoughts and actions. Some people may 
have a particularly high risk of having suicidal thoughts or 
actions including people who have (or have a family history 
of) bipolar illness (also called manic-depressive illness) or 
suicidal thoughts or actions. 

How can | watch for and try to prevent suicidal 

thoughts and actions in myself or a family member? 

© Pay close attention to any changes, especially sudden 
changes, in mood, behaviors, thoughts, or feelings. This is 
very important when an antidepressant medicine is 
started or when the dose is changed. 

© Call the healthcare provider right away to report new or 
sudden changes in mood, behavior, thoughts, or feelings. 

* Keep all follow-up visits with the healthcare provider as 
scheduled. Call the healthcare provider between visits as 
needed, especially if you have concems about symptoms. 

Call a healthcare provider right away if you or your family 

member has any of the following symptoms, especially if 

they are new, worse, or worry you: 

* thoughts about suicide or dying, attempts to commit 
suicide, new or worse depression, new or worse anxiety, 
feeling very agitated or restless, panic attacks, trouble 
sleeping (insomnia), new or worse irritability, acting 
aggressive, being angry, or violent, acting on dangerous 
impulses, an extreme increase in activity and talking 
(mania), other unusual changes in behavior or mood. 


What else do | need to know about antidepressant 

medicines? 

* Never stop an antidepressant medicine without first 
talking to a healthcare provider. Stopping an antidepressant 
medicine suddenly can cause other symptoms. 

* Antidepressants are medicines used to treat 
depression and other illnesses. It is important to discuss 
all the risks of treating depression and also the risks of not 
treating it. Patients and their families or other caregivers 
should discuss all treatment choices with the healthcare 
provider, not just the use of antidepressants. 

* Antidepressant medicines have other side effects. Talk 
to the healthcare provider about the side effects of the 
medicine prescribed for you or your family member, 

* Antidepressant medicines can interact with other 
medicines. Know all of the medicines that you or your 
family member takes. Keep a list of all medicines to show 
the healthcare provider. Do not start new medicines without 
first checking with your healthcare provider.

What is ABILIFY (aripiprazole)? 

ABILIFY is a prescription medicine used to treat: 

* major depressive disorder in adults, as an add-on 
treatment to an antidepressant medicine when you do not 
get better with an antidepressant alone. 

The symptoms of major depressive disorder (MDD) 
include feeling of sadness and emptiness, loss of interest in 
activities that you once enjoyed and loss of energy, problems 
focusing and making decisions, feeling of worthlessness or 
guilt, changes in sleep or eating patterns, and thoughts of 
death or suicide. 


What should | tell my healthcare provider before taking 
ABILIFY? 

pape taking ABILIFY, tell your healthcare provider if you have 
or had: 


° diabetes or high blood sugar in you or your family; your 
healthcare provider should check your blood sugar before 
you start ABILIFY and also during therapy. 

© seizures (convulsions). 

© low or high blood pressure. 

* heart problems or stroke.

© ABILIFY can be taken with or without food. 

* ABILIFY tablets should be swallowed whole. 

© If you miss a dose of ABILIFY, take the missed dose as 
soon as you remember. If it is almost time for the next 
dose, just skip the missed dose and take your next dose 
at the regular time. Do not take two doses of ABILIFY at the 
same time. 

© If you take too much ABILIFY, call your healthcare provider 
or poison control center at 1-800-222-1222 right away, or 
go to the nearest hospital emergency room. 


What should | avoid while taking ABILIFY? 

*Do not drive, operate heavy machinery, or do other 
dangerous activities until you know how ABILIFY affects 
you. ABILIFY may make you drowsy. 

© Do not drink alcohol while taking ABILIFY. 

© Avoid getting over-heated or dehydrated. 

* Do not over-exercise. 

* In hot weather, stay inside in a cool place if possible. 

© Stay out of the sun. Do not wear too much or heavy

¢ Drink plenty of water. 


What are the possible side effects of ABILIFY

© Neuroleptic malignant syndrome (NMS): Tell your 
healthcare provider right away if you have some or all of the 
following symptoms: high fever, stiff muscles, confusion, 
sweating, changes in pulse, heart rate, and blood pressure.

CBS Evening News: 


It can’t be fun for Katie Couric when rumors of her departure seem to be 
generating more attention than what she accomplished in nearly five 
years with CBS Evening News. But being the first woman to solo-anchor 
an evening news show (and earning five Emmys in the process) doesn’t 
really matter if the ratings aren’t any better than when she took the job 
in the first place: At 6.1 million, Evening News is still languishing 
in third behind NBC Nightly News (9.2 million) and ABC’s World News 
(8.1 million). So Couric, 54, is expected to vacate her post once her con- 
tract ends in June. CBS still won’t confirm her departure: “We're having 
ongoing discussions with Katie Couric,” said a spokesperson. “We have 
no announcements to make at this time. Until we do, we will continue 
to decline comment on rumor or speculation.” Nonetheless, Couric 
seemed to entertain life after Evening News in a recent New York Times 
Magazine interview, clearly addressing the possibility of a successor and 
her rumored syndicated daytime talk show (which insiders say is all but 
certain). In the meantime, a new round of speculation has begun over 
who will inherit the job. In-house candidates include Scott Pelley and 
Harry Smith.

HERE ARE CERTAIN RULES one 
must abide by in order to survive a 
horror movie...and Courteney Cox 
is flouting just about all of them on 
the set of Scream 4. It’s an unseasonably cool July night in 
Michigan, which is standing in for fictional Woodsboro, Calif., 
and the actress is reprising her role as former tabloid reporter 
Gale Weathers. In clear violation of all common sense, she is 
currently (No. 1) sitting alone in her car (No. 2) on a deserted 
country road (No. 3) while a masked killer, otherwise known 
as Ghostface, is on the loose. Weathers has made the trip out 
to farm country hoping to catch the culprit(s) at Stab-a-thon, 
a beer-fueled screening of all the Stab movies, hosted by the 
high school’s cinema club. 

But at this very moment, Cox is fending off a different 
blood-crazed adversary: the Michigan mosquito. The pests 
have besieged this night shoot, so Cox, director Wes Craven, 
and the crew are dousing themselves in bug spray between 
takes. In fact, for the first time in the history of the franchise, 
there’s something—in this case insect repellent—flowing 
more freely than scarlet-hued corn syrup. But knowing the 
world of Scream, the red stuff will be gushing soon enough. 

Fresh blood—it’s what fans of the horror-comedy franchise 
have been waiting for, for more than a decade. They should 
feel lucky that a new installment is arriving at all, given how 
tenuous the production has been. The idea for the film was 
born almost accidentally; its writer and producer clashed 
repeatedly and vociferously over details (fortunately, neither 
went all Ghostface on the other); the script was in flux 
throughout the shoot; and the marriage of its two best-known 
stars, Cox and David Arquette, crumbled as cameras rolled. 

Leave it to Scream 4, which opens April 15 and is rated R, to 
incorporate the 11-year hiatus, at least, into the plot. The film 
picks up a decade after Scream 3, with Sidney Prescott (Neve 
Campbell) returning home to Woodsboro, where married 
pals Dewey (Arquette) and Gale (Cox) live. Sidney, now a pub- 
lished author, has written a book about her struggles over the 
years (read: Pretty much everyone close to her has been 
knocked off by a series of mask-wearing crazies). “She’s come 
to a place in her life where she has overcome all of her issues 
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la Paquin and

and found a way 
to come out into 
the world again 
and be happy,” 
says Campbell. In keeping with the previous movies, Scream 
4 opens with a wickedly violent 10-minute set piece, the 
series’ most elaborate to date. And naturally, even more hell 
breaks loose once Sidney’s back on the scene. Scream 4, which 
has a higher body count than any of the earlier flicks, is the 
scariest—and most gruesome—installment since the first. 
“T’m over the moon about the movie,” says Dimension Films 
co-chairman Bob Weinstein, who has shepherded the franchise 
since its beginning. “I wanted to deliver for the fans.” 


ELEASED IN DECEMBER 1996, the first Scream was a 
sleeper hit that grossed just $6 million in its first 
weekend but went on to rake in $103 million in the 
US. The winking, self-aware thriller, directed by no 
less a horror-movie titan than A Nightmare on Elm Street’s 
Craven, followed a group of teens well versed in the rules of 
horror films—and spoke to a young audience just as savvy 
about the genre’s clichés. It inspired a series of copycats 
(I Know What You Did Last Summer, Urban Legend), as well 
as a feature-length spoof (Scary Movie). It reinvigorated 
Craven’s career and turned screenwriter Kevin Williamson, 
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(THIS SPREAD) GEMMA LA MANA (4) 


who would go on to create Dawson’s Creek, into one of the 
most sought-after scribes in Hollywood. The film yielded 
two sequels, 1997’s Scream 2 and 2000’s Scream 8, which 
amassed $101 million and $89 million, respectively. In total, 
the franchise surpassed more than half a billion dollars 
internationally. Then nine years passed. 

Screenwriter Kevin Williamson, 46, and Weinstein, 56, had 
discussed reviving the franchise during the intervening time, 
but nothing ever really stuck...until one fateful day in 2009. 
Williamson was overseeing his series The Vampire Diaries for 
The CW when he suddenly had a spark of inspiration for a 
new Scream. “I’m just sitting around and I go, ‘Oh, wait...oh 
my God, I think I have it,’” Williamson recalls. The writer 
had flashed back to a concept for Scream 3 that hadn’t been 
used: “It was a return to Woodsboro.” If Sidney came home, 
Williamson reasoned, then fan favorites Dewey and Gale could 
appear, along with a new batch of teen victims/suspects (see 
page 35). Williamson was so inspired that he had already 
pieced together plots for Scream 5 and 6 when he finally called 
Weinstein in the fall of 2009. “After I pitched the first scene, 
he stopped listening and was just like, ‘Write it, write it, write 
it,” Williamson remembers. Says Weinstein: “I was incredi- 
bly excited, and it was worth the wait.” The concept was 
so strong that Cox, Arquette, Campbell, and Craven—all vet- 
erans of the first three films—quickly signed on for the

But I think now enough time has gone by that it’s going to be 
a gas for people to see again.” 

By March 2010, Dimension had announced that it had 
greenlit Scream 4 for a spring shoot and scheduled its 
release for a little more than a year later. But Williamson 
and Weinstein were still haggling over the script. In one 
draft, Sidney was attacked in the film’s opening sequence, 
but Weinstein balked at it. In another, Dewey and Gale had 
a baby, but they decided that it would be awkward to work 
an infant into the crime scenes. “Everyone was second- 
guessing everything, because everyone wanted it-te be so 
perfect,” Williamson recalls. Their arguments intensified 
over the months and ultimately came to a head: “Oh, I got ifi 
a big fight with Bob,” says Williamson. “We got into a massive 
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fight creatively, and we hugged it out and then 
we moved on.” Weinstein, however, claims that 
the bitter disagreements had to do with looming 
deadlines. “It was a time crunch,” the producer 
says. “Courteney’s got Cougar Town. Wes is not 
an unwanted guy in Hollywood. I think the only 
real fight was not creative but ‘We gotta get this 
goin’! It’s a train. It’s moving’ From my point of 
view, that was our only source of tension.” (He 
and Williamson have not spoken since. At 
the time he was interviewed, Williamson still 
had not seen the finished film. But both men 
insist there’s no bad blood between them.) Even 
those closely involved with the production still 
aren’t sure what happened between the two, but 
they certainly were aware of the strain. “I’ll be 
honest: I don’t know what went down,” says 
Campbell. “I haven’t been given a very straight 
answer about it.” 

The shoot date was pushed back to June, 
which prevented Williamson from finishing 
the bulk of the necessary rewrites, since he 
was under contract to return to The Vampire 
Diaries. So Weinstein brought in Ehren Kruger, 
who had written Scream 3 based on William- 
son’s story concept, to complete the additional 
script work. “Ehren did us a favor and punched 
up the dialogue,” says Weinstein. “It’s not like 
Scream 3, where he really did heavy lifting.” 
Weinstein and Craven promise that the final 
product is loyal to Williamson’s vision. “It’s 
Kevin's script,” the producer maintains. 

As filming began in June, the screenplay was 
still evolving—and it would continue to change 
throughout the summer. The constant uncer- 
tainty weighed on the film’s director, who even 
lent a hand with writing from time to time. “I 
always prided my- 
self on coming to 
the set with a shot 
list,” says Craven, 
71. “But quite often 
we'd literally get 
pages the night 
before, sometimes the day of. That part was very stressful.” 
Adds Campbell: “It wasn’t an easy shoot. Because there had 
been some shifts in the writing, it wasn’t as smooth. I’m 
really pleased with how it came together considering the 
challenges. People have high expectations.” Perhaps no one 
more than Weinstein. “No matter what you do, you get 
defined,” he says. “Scream is the definition of Dimension.” 

Of course, Weinstein and Williamson were not the only 
couple undergoing a crisis in their relationship. During their 
six weeks together in Michigan, Cox, 46, and Arquette, 39, 
were weathering a rough patch in their ll-year marriage 


(the pair eventually announced in October that they had |

separated). “Some times were really fun,” says Cox of the 
shoot. “Sometimes we had a ball there! But it definitely was 
the beginning of some issues.” In an oddly prescient plot 
twist, Scream 4 finds Gale and Dewey also going through 
relationship problems. “I don’t have the fondest memories 
of [filming] those particular moments,” says Cox. “The movie 
was just a little bit ofa tough time. I would say we’re probably 
better now than we were during that movie. I love him so 
much. We are the closest of friends.” Arquette, who completed 
rehab at the end of January for alcohol and other issues, says 
the Scream films have become incredibly personal for him: 
“This is a series of films that have spanned 15 years of my life 
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and my marriage, and we have a daughter.” Somehow, the 
pair managed to keep their marital struggles private on 
the set. “I was absolutely clueless, and I spent a lot of time 
around them,” says Hayden Panettiere, who plays Kirby, one 
of the new Woodsboro teens who is targeted by Ghostface. 
“Tt never crept into work or made anyone uncomfortable.” 
Adds Craven: “The only thing that was odd was that when he 
finished his shooting, he didn’t go home. Then we started to 
wonder what was going on.” 

The film wrapped in September, and Dimension test- 
screened a cut in January. Weinstein and Craven felt that two 
segments weren’t playing strongly enough with audiences— 
namely the opening moments involving Friday Night Lights 
star Aimee Teegarden, who is stalked at home, and a parking- 
garage attack on Community's Alison Brie, who plays Sidney’s 
book publicist. Weinstein ponied up the cash to have Craven 
& Co. return to Detroit for an additional four days of shooting 
in late January and early February. “We felt like they were key

moments of the script, 
so we just decided to 
go back and go for the 
grand slam on them,” 
explains Craven. 

Despite all the hiccups, almost everyone on the Scream team 
seems eager to return for a fifth film...that is, if their characters 
survive Scream 4 (none of the cast members are allowed to 
admit if they’ve signed up for further movies). “I love this char- 
acter, and J always want to be a part of it and always wanna do 
it,” says Arquette. Craven has learned from his Scream 4 expe- 
rience and now has his own rule for survival: He'll need to see 
a finished script for Scream 5 before he signs up. Williamson 
does have two more installments sketched out, but he wants to 
see whether audiences dig this latest entry before he commits 
to working on the next one. “If people really respond to the 
film, then yes, there are more twists and turns,” he says. 
Hopefully, they'll all take place on screen this time.

EADING UP TO season 10 of Fox’s American Idol, much | *e™ainsthe No.1programin the country, 

of the focus—okay, more like all of it—was on the shake- 

up of the judges’ panel. Simon Cowell, Kara DioGuardi, 

and Ellen DeGeneres were out, while Jennifer Lopez 
and Steven Tyler were in, joining resident dawg Randy Jackson 
to form a new power trio. But the most vital injection of fresh 
blood has been not at the judges’ table but rather on the stage, 
where finalists bursting with talent and personality have 
erased the memory of 2010’s yawn-worthy lineup. 


When the Top 11 gathered in Holly- 
wood on March 28 for a special EnrEr- 
TAINMENT WEEKLY photo shoot, their 
charisma was in full effect. Sixteen- 
year-old Lauren Alaina busted out 
some cheers from her school back 
home in Rossville, Ga. Paul McDonald 
sat on a couch and strummed Elton 
John’s “Rocket Man” while flashing 
his signature pearly whites (though 
pearly may be an understatement). 
Meanwhile, James Durbin discussed 
very pressing matters—namely, his 
favorite ’80s metal band (Dio) and 
which wrestlers he’d like to join him 
for a one-night-only battle royal (Hulk 
Hogan, Chris Jericho, Rob Van Dam, 
the Undertaker, Triple H, CM Punk, the 
Miz, Ric Flair...basically, everyone). 

Yep, these Idols—who will hit the road 
together this summer when the AJ tour 
kicks off July 6 in West Valley, Utah—are 
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definitely having a great time. “There’s no 
substitute for fun,” says James. “If you're 
not having fun, what’s the point?” More 
importantly, we’re having fun watching 
them. Whether it’s Pia Toscano belting 
out a ballad, Scotty McCreery locking 
them doors and turning the lights down 
low, or Jacob Lusk taking gospel soul to 
heights (and notes) never experienced 
before on the Jdol stage, this group of 
finalists boasts a diversity of styles and 
influences not seen on the show in years. 
The only thing that hasn’t been diverse is 
the voting, with the first four eliminated 
singers all being women—including the 
recently ousted Thia Megia and Naima 
Adedapo. (A fifth crooner was set to 
leave on April 7.) 

After the lackluster crop of season 9 
finalists and the departure of the show’s 
most powerful voice of all (Cowell), many 
expected that Idol was headed for trouble 


averaging 25 million viewers—virtually 
identical to last year’s numbers at this 
point in the season. 

With high ratings and fan approval 
already achieved, the contestants are 
left to ponder smaller things, such as 
mastering the moves for the Thursday- 
night group performances. “Dude, I 
am the worst dancer ever when it 
comes to group medley stuff,” says 
Paul. “The dance people are always 
making fun of me.” Even though—or 
perhaps because—the finalists come 
from so many different backgrounds 
and musical styles, they are a tight-knit 
bunch. Which will put some of them in 
abind as far as whom to vote for should 
they be eliminated. It seems Pia has 
come up with the perfect solution. 
“Whoever wins has got my vote, because 
I'll be voting for every single one of 
them when I go off,” she reveals. “I will 
keep dialing, because everyone deserves 
to be here.” And that’s precisely why 
season 10 of American Idol has been one 
worth watching.

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N THE BACKSTAGE 
area of Munich’s 
Kesselhaus concert 
hall, Adele is getting 
her makeup done 
and preparing to dis- 
gorge the contents of 
her broken heart toa 
sold-out crowd of 
1,500 souls. This she 
will do by perform- 
ing the highlights from her 2008 debut, 
19, which tracks the course and conclu- 
sion of her first serious relationship, 
and those of the singer’s recently released 
collection, 21, which tracks the course and 
conclusion of her second serious relation- 
ship. “It’s sad,” the Londoner will say, 
introducing “Take It All,” the gospel- 
inclined 21 track. “All my songs are sad.” 

But right now, half an hour before 
showtime, it is disgorgement of a more 
literal nature that is occupying the mind 
of the 22-year-old singer-songwriter. 
“Tonight was the first time I’ve eaten 
before a show in ages,” she says, as her 
button-cute dachshund, Louis Armstrong, 
quicksteps across the floor. “Usually I 
bring it back up. I get so nervous. I did a 
show once where I tried to run away. 
They saw me legging it, and a friend had 
to go and get me.” 

Truth be told, the woman born Adele 
Laurie Blue Adkins is not the biggest fan 
of touring. In addition to suffering from 
nervousness both before and during a 
show—“It only disappears when I get off 
stage”—she has an extreme fear of fly- 
ing: “I’m convinced I’m going to die 
every single time.” Then there’s the fact 
that night after night she must perform 
the songs from 2/. These tracks musi- 
cally range from the uptempo retro-soul 
of single “Rolling in the Deep” to the 
spare balladeering of “Someone Like 
You,” but nearly all concern a love affair 
that ended both fairly recently and very 
badly. “We f---ing hated each other by 
the end,” says the self-confessed “motor- 
mouth,” whose salty tongue would test 
the most rigorous of desalination plants. 
“With the songs from 19, I can decide 
when I get emotional when I do them 
live. The new songs feel pretty raw. It’s 
fun when people enjoy it, and sometimes, 
obviously, if you’re feeling it, it’s a better 
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e Today’ => | 
show in February | 


performance. But it’s pretty exhausting.” 

Adele has more exhaustion in store. 
The singer's U.S. tour kicks off in Wash- 
ington, D.C., on May 12, and there are 
plans afoot for her to play larger venues 
later in the year. This is thanks to the 
unexpectedly huge success of 21. While 19 
was an instant No. 1 hit in the singer’s 
native U.K., the album only really caught 
fire here in October 2008, when she 
appeared on the same episode of Satur- 
day Night Live as Sarah Palin, a ratings- 
blessed show that ultimately did far 
more for Adele’s CD sales than Palin’s 
vice presidential ambitions. But 2/ has 
proved an out-of-the-gate phenomenon 
on both sides of the Atlantic since it landed 
in stores earlier this year. In the UK., the 
album debuted at No. 1 and has stayed 
there ever since. That’s a remarkable 10- 
week streak, which breaks the record for 
a female solo artist formerly held by 
Madonna, whose Immaculate Collection 


was No. 1 for nine weeks way back in 
1990. Last week alone, 2/ sold a stunning 
257,000 copies in the U.K., and 19, which 
is currently at No. 2 on the charts, shifted 
another 73,000 units. In America too 21 
achieved pole position in its first week of 
release (moving 352,000 copies) and 
swiftly became the top-selling album of 
the year so far. Meanwhile, “Rolling in the 
Deep” is the first of Adele’s singles to 
crash the Billboard top 20, comfortably 
besting the chart performance of her 
previous biggest hit, the 19 track “Chas- 
ing Pavements.” 2/ has also been a hit in 
pretty much every European country 
that springs to mind—and Luxembourg. 

Adele says she is surprised by the sales 
of 21 and her freshly minted superstar 
status in America. “Abso-f---ing-lutely,” 
she laughs. “I was saying, ‘I don’t think 
this record is going to do anything, I can’t 
feel a buzz. And then obviously it did 350 
or whatever week 1. It’s really amazing.” 
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She says she doesn’t know why her songs 
have connected with so many people, 
though she has some theories. “Maybe I’m 
accessible. People always say, “You 
remind me of my mum’ or ‘You remind 
me of my sister’” Perhaps Adele’s sim- 
plest hypothesis comes closest to the 
mark: “Everyone's had their heart bro- 
ken, innit?” she says in her broad London 
accent. “And it hurts.” There is also the 
small matter of her voice, though small 
is hardly the word to describe an instru- 
ment as powerful yet poignant as her 
speech is riotous and ribald. Lacking the 
overwrought vocal tics beloved by so 
many young female stars, Adele’s soulful 
singing represents one 
of the shortest, and one 
of the saddest, routes 
imaginable between a 
broken heart and a pair 
of earbuds. “Recording 
her was easy,” says Paul 
Epworth, who produced 
and co-wrote “Rolling in 
the Deep.” “She sat on a 
sofa in my studio with a 
mike and a dog on her 
lap. It seemed effortless. 
I think she’s got one of 
the greatest voices of her 
generation.” 

The singer, who is 
signed to the hip indie 
label XL in the UK. and 
Columbia in North 
America, may not have 
thought her sophomore 
release would sell better than her debut, 
but she worked like the dickens to ensure 
that it would, well, be better. “Most of the 
reviews of my first album were like, ‘Her 
songs aren’t as good as her voice,” she 
recalls. Intent on developing her song- 
writing craft and extending her musical 
palette beyond the folk-jazz vibe that 
suffused 19, Adele spent months in her 
living room “just listening to music, try- 
ing to work out how it made me feel. All 
different types: pop, rock, country, blue- 
grass, hip-hop.” And where 19 had been 
produced by Brits Mark Ronson (Amy 
Winehouse), Eg White (Duffy), and 
Jim Abbiss (Arctic Monkeys), Adele 
recruited a fresh set of collaborators for 
21, including Ryan Tedder (Beyoncé,

Leona Lewis) and the legendary Rick 
Rubin. “She worked hard over a long 
period of time, writing the songs that make 
the album what it is,” says Rubin. “It’s all 
her. She’s not a manufactured artist.” 

Adele was determined to seem less of 
a victim, lyrically speaking, this time 
around. “For the first time I had a bit of 
self-worth as a woman and didn’t have 
to go to my mum or my friends and be 
like, ‘What should I do?’” she says. “I 
was sort of, ‘I know what I want, and you 
ain’t it” I did mope. I moped for nine 
months. But it was also like, ‘I’m going 
to be fine, I will have to leave the house 
at some point and do my job.” 

These days, leaving 
the house can be an 
ordeal for Adele. “In 
England I can’t go out,” 
she says. “The attention 
has gone up to another 
level because of the 
amount of records we're 
selling. I pretty much 
got kicked out of the 
V&A [London’s Victoria 
and Albert Museum] for 
causing a stir. I don’t like 
that at all. That’s not 
why I got into music.” 

The inconveniences 
of stardom aren’t the 
only thing bedeviling 
Adele. The bad news— 
or the good, depending 
on your point of view—is 
that the singer's heart is 
once again hurting, due to a third rela- 
tionship that recently went south; she is 
desperate to get back home and start 
writing songs about it. That may derail 
her future touring plans, but she thinks 
XL and Columbia would rather have a 
new CD than more dates, and she doesn’t 
much care if that’s not the case. “Irun the 
record label, indie and major,” she says 
with a smile. “They don’t run me.” 

As for her latest romantic disaster, 
Adele says, “he just doesn’t love me as 
much as I love him,” but declines to 
elaborate further or identify the cad. 
We'll just have to wait for that third 
album. Or maybe not. “Call me in about 
amonth,” she cackles, “and I'll probably 
spill all the details!”

He may be half as famous as Stieg Larsson, 
but his fans will tell you he’s twice as good. 
So why is HENNING MANKELL killing 
off a beloved series that’s sold 35 million books? 
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HENNING MANKELL has been 


beaten by French police and arrested 
by Israeli commandos. He’s worked 
ona Swedish merchant ship, at a Paris 
musical-instrument shop, and as the 
artistic director of an African theater 
company. He spent years living in 

the middle of a long, bloody civil war 
in Mozambique. And he’s managed 
to find time to write some 40 books, 
which are available in 41 languages 
and have sold almost 40 million 
copies around the world. “I have 
been accused of many things in my 
life? says the 63-year-old Swedish 
author. “But never of being lazy,” 


Mankell is best known for his 11 books featuring Kurt 
Wallander, an overweight, middle-aged, diabetic police inspec- 
tor who fights bad guys and personal demons in a small town 
at the desolate southern tip of Sweden. He’s not a particularly 
appealing character, except somehow, weirdly, he is. “We are 
the same age and very fond of Italian opera, but besides that, I 
don’t think we have anything in common,” says Mankell, sitting 
in the living room of his modest ’60s-modern house, which 
overlooks the Kattegat bay outside of Géteborg, Sweden. “He 
stands for a lot of good things in a difficult world. I think that 
people feel safe with him, in a way.” 

Until recently, Mankell was Sweden’s most famous politi- 
cally active leftist mystery-writing export. Then, of course, 
Stieg Larsson came along, and the Millennium Trilogy 
exploded into the biggest international publishing phenom- 
enon in years. Mankell is a fan of The Girl With the Dragon 
Tattoo (“The two others were not that good,” he says), and 
it’s hard to imagine Larsson wasn’t influenced by Mankell’s 
global success. But instead of capitalizing on the world’s 
sudden obsession with Scandinavian crime fiction, Mankell 
is walking away from his most popular creation. It’s been 
20 years since he published the first Wallander book in 
Sweden, and he’s written one last mystery, The Troubled Man, 
that brings the series decisively to a close. “I have written 
many thousands of pages about this man,” Mankell says. “I 
have spent a lot of time with him. I don’t regret it. But now 
there are other things I want to do.” 
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ANKELL HAS always been 
restless. As a boy in the tiny 
town of Sveg, he longed for adventure, 
reading Robinson Crusoe and staring 
out onto the frozen landscape. “Sveg 
was nothing,” he says. “There was a 
river, and there were the mountains. I 
always felt that one day I would pass 
those mountains and see the rest of 
the world.” Mankell’s mother aban- 
doned the family early on, and he lived 
with his father, a local judge. Still, he 
had a happy childhood. When he was 
6, his grandmother taught him to read, 
and he knew almost instantly that he 
wanted to spend his life telling stories. 
One afternoon when he was 16, 
Mankell was sitting in Latin class, and 
as the bell rang, he made a decision. 
“All of a sudden I thought, ‘This is 
bulls---. | want to go to the university 
of life’ So I left. I told my father, ‘I am 
going to be a writer, and the first thing 
I have to do is go to Paris’”” Mankell 
caught a train to France, arriving one 
January morning with 200 francs 
and an excruciating toothache. He 
managed to survive for a year, scrounging under-the- 
table jobs and scavenging cigarette butts off the street. 
After Paris he headed to sea, working on merchant 
ships for a year—a rough life for a teenager. “Everything 
was difficult,” says Mankell, whose living room is full of 
maritime memorabilia, including a 19th-century ship’s 
telescope. “Work, eat, and sleep. I was young and knew very 
little about life. But it was a way to grow.” Mankell then 
returned to Paris and got caught up in the violent 1968 stu- 
dent demonstrations. “I was hit in the head by the French 
police,” he recalls. “I still have a mark. I was put in prison 
twice in Paris. When the police found out that my father 
was a judge, they said, ‘What the hell are you doing?” 
Eventually, Mankell’s thirst for experience brought him 
to Africa. He was so taken by the trip that he kept going 
back, and for the past 25 years he’s spent half his time in 
Maputo, Mozambique, helping run the Teatro Avenida, a 
theater that puts on plays like Ibsen’s A Doll’s House 
for locals who often can’t read or write. Mankell was in 
Maputo during the country’s horrific civil war, which 
raged from 1977 to 1992. “It was terrifying,” he says. “I 
can’t talk about it, it was so bad. There was a lack of food, 
a lack of everything. Every day there were new attacks. 
People were dying, cut to pieces. Everyone in Maputo had 
at least one relative who had been killed. But my friends, 
the people at the theater, they couldn’t run away. I really 
felt that, what kind of person am Tif I leave? If l really mean

anything, I have to stay. So I did.” Despite the area’s 
history and extreme poverty, Mankell loves living 
there. “[People think] that there is only misery and 
nothing else,” he says. “But people are laughing 
and loving and living and dreaming and struggling 
the same as everywhere else. When you open a news- 
paper or watch TV, you learn about how Africans die, 
but you don’t see anything about how they live.” 
Mankell’s intense commitment to social justice 
landed him in another scary situation last May, when 
he lived through an attack by the Israeli military. He 
was on a ship headed for Gaza, part of a flotilla that 
was trying to deliver humanitarian aid to Palestinians 
who had been cut off by an Israeli blockade. They 
never made it. Israeli commandos stormed the ships, 
gunning down nine activists and roughing up many 
more. (The Israeli government maintains that the kill- 
ings were in self-defense.) “I saw and heard shooting, I 
saw people close to me being attacked,” says Mankell, 
who was unhurt. The author was taken into custody 
for 36 hours, and the bloody incident resulted in wide- 
spread outrage and a condemnation from the U.N. “I 
would never, ever imagine that the Israelis would be 
so stupid as to attack ships in international waters, to 
kill people completely unnecessarily,” he says. “The 
brutality they showed to some people was terrifying.” 


ANKELL PUBLISHED his first novel, The 

Stone Blaster, in 1973. It wasn’t a huge hit, but 
he continued to pen novels and plays and short 
stories, carving out a modest career. Then, in 1989, 
he stumbled onto the character who would change 
his life. Mankell had returned to Sweden after more 
than a year in Africa, and he was alarmed by grow- 
ing issues with racism and xenophobia. He decided

to tackle them in a book. Mankell 
had never considered detective 
fiction, but in this case it made 
sense, since, as he puts it, “racist 
attitudes are to me sort of crimi- 
nal attitudes.” To get the details 
right, he talked to cops and 
cribbed from Sherlock Holmes. 
When it came time to create his detective, he picked names 
out of the phone book: Kurt and Wallander. 

The result, 1991’s Faceless Killers, sold more than double 
what any of his previous books had. Mankell suddenly found 
himself a crime writer, publishing eight more Wallander mys- 
teries over the next eight years. The books are more cerebral 
than much of the genre, with a lot of the action happening 
inside Wallander’s head. “I am not that interested in police 
procedure,” he says, although his books are full of detective- 
work detail. “What really interests me is why things happen. 
For me it is a very important challenge to let Wallander stand 
thinking in a room for 10 pages, and make that read [well].” 

The novels were big hits in Sweden and then around the 
world, and English translations later earned him a cult follow- 
ing in America. But after 1999’s The Pyramid, Mankell decided 
to move away from Wallander and focus on the character's 
police-officer daughter, Linda, for several books. The first of 
these, Before the Frost, was published in Sweden in 2002. 

Then one morning Mankell received a call that brought every- 
thing to a halt. The author had helped turn the Wallander novels 
into a Swedish TV series, and had gotten to know an actress 
named Johanna Siillstrém, who played Linda in 13 episodes. In 
February 2007, Siillstrém, then 32, committed suicide, leaving 
behind a young daughter. “She was a great actress, but she was 
avery, very fragile human being,” says Ole Sondberg, executive 
producer of Yellow Bird, the company behind the show. “She 
just couldn’t handle life. Henning is extremely engaged in people, 
and it really affected him. It was very tragic.” Devastated by her 
death, Mankell abandoned his plan to pen more Linda stories. 
“At that time it was impossible to even imagine writing about 
her,” he says. “It was obvious that I couldn’t continue.” 


HEN YOU WALK INTO Mankell’s Swedish house, the 
first thing you see is a weathered ship’s figurehead 
mounted on the hallway wall. This, it turns out, used to belong 
to film giant Ingmar Bergman, who used it as the logo of his 
company and included it in Persona and other films. For the past 
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13 years, Mankell has been married 
to Bergman's daughter Eva, and 
he and Bergman became close 
before the director’s death in 2007 
(Mankell has four kids from previ- 
ous marriages). “During his last 
10 years we became good friends,” 
says Mankell. “We saw 140 movies 
together: Fellini, Kurosawa, Woody 
Allen, his own movies. He liked 
Ocean’s Eleven. He thought it was 
very fun, very exciting. I mean, 
people would have given a hand 
to be able to sit with him and 
watch these movies.” 

As Mankell takes a final gulp of 
tea and heads toward the rocky 
coast where he goes for a long walk every day, he seems peace- 
ful, content with how his unusually full life has turned out. 
“There are things that happen when you get to 60,” he says. 
“You know that most important choices in your life are done, 
and you start to look back to see what you did with your life in 
relation to the dreams you had. For me that’s not scary, because 
[really live my dreams. But for Wallander it’s very scary.” 

Mankell hadn’t thought about Wallander for some time, 
but a few years ago he started to feel like there might be one 
final story to tell. The result is The Troubled Man, which finds 
Wallander investigating the disappearance of a naval officer 
but also, more significantly, battling his own isolation and 
frailty. “I realized I should write a story where he is his own 
case, in a way,” says Mankell. “I wanted to write about a man 
who suddenly realizes he is becoming old. Life, in many ways, 
is a tragedy. You are struggling your whole life to learn things, 
to love people, to do things. In the end, you lose everything.” 

The Troubled Man will definitely be the last Kurt Wallander 
book, Mankell says, but the character won't disappear entirely. 
Starting in 2008, Kenneth Branagh starred in a six-episode BBC 
adaptation (which later aired in the U.S. on PBS’ Masterpiece 
Mystery!), and he’s currently working on three more segments, 
including one based on a new plot contributed by Mankell. 
And the author won't entirely rule out the idea of more Linda 
Wallander mysteries now that time has eased some of the pain. 
But the success of his 2008 book The Man From Beijing (released 
here last year) suggests that he doesn’t need “Wallander” on a 
book jacket to attract readers, and for now he’s focusing on 
other things. He wrote a film about Ingmar Bergman, and he’s 
deep into a novel about a real-life Swedish woman who owned 
a brothel in early-20th-century Maputo. 

The Troubled Man’s conclusion is powerful and unexpected, 
and it’s not giving too much away to say it will divide longtime 
fans. But Mankell is confident that he handled it the right way. 
“The book has been out in many languages,” he says, “and I 
have met a reaction of respect for this way of ending it, which 
has made me glad, obviously, because I wasn’t sure. But I think 
it was the right way to do it. It is shocking. But that’s life.” m

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HE FIRST TIME I saw Russell Brand, as the 
hilariously dissolute British quipster rock star 
in Forgetting Sarah Marshall (2008), I thought 
he was brilliant. He made the character so 
narcissistic yet so relaxed and at home in his 
self-absorption that he turned every line into 
a wicked, off-kilter surprise. (He was my choice 
for best supporting actor of the year.) In last 
year’s Get Him to the Greek, Brand played the same char- 
acter with added screen time, and he was still amusing, 
only not quite as much—less of Brand, it turned out, was 
more. Now, in what seems like it should be a perfect piece 
of casting, he stars in a remake of Arthur as a wealthy, 
childish, and perpetually drunken playboy (the role made 
so impishly charming 30 years ago by Dudley Moore).

This time, though, I really started to wonder: 
Why are we sitting and watching this dither- 
ing, half-cocked egomaniac? The new Arthur 
is a feathery screwball satire, competent 
onits own terms, yet as the movie went on 

I found it increasingly hard to separate 

the character’s self-indulgence from that of 
the actor playing him. 

Brand has long black hair parted in the 
middle, eyes that pop out of his head but still 
seem to be gazing inward, and a gummy leer 
ofa smile that, depending on the context, can 
come off as sexy or slightly ghastly. He looks 
like the star of a’70s road-company production 
of Godspell, and that flaked-out beatific image 
helps ground his comedy. It makes everything 
he says seem that much more irreverent. 

As Arthur, who lives in an outrageous Fifth 
Avenue palace (it’s actually the grand old 
Pierre Hotel), Brand once again plays an 
inebriated hedonist in flight from the real 
world. Arthur drinks around the clock, sleeps 
with every woman he can, and dresses like 
Batman for a night on the town. (He owns 

a Batmobile to go with his rubber suit.) His 
nanny, Hobson, is played by Helen Mirren, 
in a gender flip from John Gielgud’s classic 
performance as the acid-tongued butler of 
the original (see sidebar). Mirren is fine, though 
not enough of a fuddy-duddy to shock you 
with her impertinence the way Gielgud did. 

Brand has a handful of funny moments, 
like when he’s sitting at an auction and bids 
“$20,000 of money!” or is accused of acting 
like an idiot and blurts out the ingeniously 
blitzed self-defense: “I don’t consider it to be 
idiocy, but a savantish gift for defying death 
with fun!” Brand hasn’t lost his garrulous 
talent for spinning out a line like that one. It 
turns out, though, that his singsong Cockney 
flippancy, which can be such a tonic in small 
doses, becomes toxic when it’s the whole 
show. The reason? He doesn’t connect with 
anyone on screen. Not Mirren. Not Jennifer 
Garner as the all-surface corporate heiress 
whom Arthur’s mother (Geraldine James) 
is forcing him to marry lest he be cut off 
from his trust fund. And not Greta Gerwig 
as Naomi, the slightly kooky free spirit who 
can save him. Naomi, who’s from Queens, 
gives unlicensed tours of Grand Central 
station and represents everything that’s “real.” 
To punch up the point, Gerwig, who came up 
in mumblecore movies like Hannah Takes the 
Stairs (and was the costar of Ben Stiller’s 


Greenberg), wears her crunchy sincerity on 
her sweetly open, apple-cheeked face. She 
has an earth-angel adorability.

But 
as Bethany recovers from her cataclysmic 
wound, AnnaSophia Robb’s performance 
comes to life. She gives Bethany’s belief in 
God a concrete depth and understanding. 
When Bethany gets up on that surfboard 
again, refusing to wear a prosthetic limb, her 
pluckiness hits home because we see that 
she’s out to impress no one in the world but 
herself. As her surfer-jock parents, Dennis 
Quaid and Helen Hunt do likable things with 
their too-wholesome roles, and the surfing 
scenes borrow the techniques of Blue Crush 
to make the impossible look easy. Which 
is just what Bethany Hamilton did.

HEN THERE’S MONEY to be 
made on a back-catalog title, 
Disney doesn’t usually drop the 
ball. But man, did the studio 
blow a big fat opportunity when 
TRON: Legacy hit theaters in 
December. Since the primary 
audience for that film wasn’t 
even born when the 1982 origi- 
nal came out, you’d think the Mouse House would have 
rushed the first film, which had long been out of print, 
back onto DVD. No dice. Maybe that’s why the $170 million- 
budgeted reboot stiffed at the box office—no one under 40 
had a clue about the franchise’s mythology. Oh, well, better 


lit F/X and trapped-in-a-videogame story line were 
undeniably of the moment, if not ahead of it. Sure, the film 
itself was kind of silly, but its eye-candy visuals were a gee- 
whiz harbinger of binary blockbusters to come.

Swank plays an ER 
doctor who moves to the 
Big Apple and finds a too- 
good-to-be-true apartment 
that comes with breathtaking 
views and a dreamy land- 
lord (Watchmen's Jeffrey 
Dean Morgan). Of course, 
he turns out to be too good 
to be true as well. In fact, 
when Morgan's beefcakey 
Ty Pennington wannabe 
isn’t putting up crown 
molding, he’s either 
spying on Swank getting 
undressed or sneaking 

into her bedroom while 
she's asleep. The problem 
is, we know way too early 
that he’s got a screw 
loose. A red herring or 
two would have been nice.

S A SITCOM BLUEPRINT, Friends has proved highly 
influential. With its success from 1994 to 2004, it 
replaced the workplace comedy as the format that 
made large, younger audiences feel welcome. The 
Buddies Hanging Out genre—call it the pal-com?— 
can range from the gleefully gross (FX’s It’s Always 
Sunny in Philadelphia) to the frightfully forgettable 

(anyone remember Fox’s 2006 Happy Hour, canceled 
after four episodes?). 

Current examples of the pal-com include the deadly Traffic Light 
on Fox; NBC’s most underrated, now-pulled-from-the-schedule 
sitcom, Perfect Couples; and the one to beat for all up-and-comers, 
ABC’s cheerfully soused Cougar Town. After seeing four episodes of 


| the newest pal-com, Happy Endings, I'd have to say it’s...not bad at all. 


Endings’ premise is that Alex (24’s Elisha Cuthbert) left

Dave (FlashForwara’s Zachary Knighton) 
at the altar. Now their mutual friends— 
desperate singleton Penny (former Satur- 
day Night Live-er Casey Wilson), married 
couple Brad (Damon Wayans Jr.) and Jane 
(Scrubs’ Eliza Coupe), and mischievous 
Max (Adam Pally)—try to support Alex 
and Dave with equal affection. The initial 
concept seems to be that they would find 
this awkward, but by the second episode, 
Alex and Dave are dating other people 
and the subject barely arises. 

The punchlines come fast and furiously 
(credit directors such as Community's Joe 
and Anthony Russo for the pace) and trade 
heavily on shorthand references: Dave isn’t 
just dating a lot, for example, he’s “dating 
John Mayer-a-lot.” They spend quite a bit 
of time drinking and not just talking about 
sex. (See: Cougar Town for the new model 
in alecohol-fueled crudity that somehow 
manages to come off merely tipsy-naughty.) 

Endings does try too hard to push catch- 
phrases into pop culture. A guy is “stuck in 
chicksand”; Jane prides herself on being 
a charmer with adults: “I’m parent heroin”; 
Penny works her highest compliment— 
“a-MA-zing!”—until the strain shows.

INA FEY IS allergic to bulls---. If she comes 
within five feet of a pile, the uncommonly 
sensible, reflexively funny comedy goddess 
in eyeglasses will gracefully sidestep the stuff. 
And all the while, she’ll make wise and hilari- 
ous observations about the stink, counting 

as friends those who smell it too. It’s Fey’s 
custom-quality, handcrafted BS detector 

that makes Bossypants so irresistible. 

In this genially jumbled memoir-esque collection of 
riffs, essays, laundry lists, true stories, fantasy scenarios, 
SNL script excerpts, and embarrassing photos from the 
wilderness years before she received the gift of a flatter- 
ing haircut, the great Miz Fey puts on the literary equiv- 
alent of a satisfying night of sketch comedy. As a result, 
some of the bits are better than others. Many of the 
chapters link together as a more or less chronological 
account from the author's girl-dork years in Upper Darby, 
Pa., to her days and long nights on SNL, to her creation of 
80 Rock and Fey’s sitcom alter ego (and beacon of hope to 
working women), Liz Lemon.

But Fey remains notably selective about the informa- 
tion she shares; while making jokes at her own expense, 
she maintains an inviolable sense of privacy.
